After reading the two articles in 
‘the October 1990 BHKA Newsletter on the pros 
and cons of using headsets while riding a 
bicycle I thought that it would be 
worthwhile te investigate the legal 
viewpoint. This article contains the results 
of that research. I used Lexis, which te an 
electronic research aid that enabled me to 
search through the statutes of 50 states and 
the District of Columbia. This research wae 
done during Hovenber of 1990. 1 have 
included references to the statutes to 

je you to do further research, I have 
tried to investigate the lave as fully as is 
possible with the means at my disposal. 1 
‘Suggest that you investigate the law in your 
state before you use headphones while riding 
fa bicycle. This could be done by checking 
with your state police. 

Wy research found no statutes that 
dealt directly with the use of headphones 
while riding a bicycle, I firet had to find 
‘out whether headphones can be used while 
operating a vehicle and then figure out 
whether each state considers a bicycle a 
vehicle. Some states mike a distinction 
Between the use of one or two headphones. 
The following table is a summary of the 
results that I found.

1 did not check local ordinances for 
restrictions, but they could exist. 1 did 
check Federal statutes and the Code of 
Federal Regulations and found nothing 
concerning the use of headphones on 
bicycles, 

Yost states that prohibit the use of 
headphones include exceptions that allow 
their usage. For example, Maryland hae an 
exception for bike trails, The exception 
‘that might apply to the use of headphones by 
‘an amateur radio operator would be an 
exception for emergency vehicles. One might 
argue that when there 1s a disaster the 
bicycle becomes an energency vehicle.

HOME-BREW PROJECTS 


BICYCLE STROBE LICHT 

For safety cake it's best to let 
overtaking traffic know that you're up ahead 
pedaling. "s nornl red tail Light might sot 

ugh to get that driver's attention, 
but a arong Serobe light sight sake the 
aifference! After seeing local school busses 
and postal vehicles utilizing strobe lights, 
T decided that vas the safer vay t0 go. 

The main drawbacks of buying an 
assembled unit were the cost ($65 and up) 
and the amount of amperage they draw (1 amp 
or more) ~~ both of which were too much for 
me, So now was the time to start home 
brewing a strobe light. 

Vaile driving down the expressway T 
noticed mny damged flashing marker lights 
laying along the road, lights that were 
supposed to be mounted on safety barrels. I 
managed to recover an aocembly that had the 
orange plastic lene intact, Then I found @ 
surplus store selling strobe light kite, 
watch did not include the power source or 
enclosure, but did have the flash tube, all 


for $6.50. I bought an enclosure, about 2"D 
x4 x 5°, mde by BUD. It 1s an ECONO 
BOX, of die cast aluminum, which can be 
sealed. 


‘The strobe ight kit 1s fairly easy 
to assemble, The circuit board, atout 2" x 
3", needs 6-8 volts DC #300 ¥a. The strobe 
‘tube is mounted to the center of the crange 
plastic lens by silicon adhesive, which also 
acts as a chock atorber. It's necessary to 
Tengthen the leade of the flash tube, since 
the tube is being "remote- mounted", The 
Jens is then mounted to the top of the 
enclosure (most lens assemblies have a 
‘threaded insert for this purpose) and then 
sealed with eilicon 

‘The power eource te a BiCad batt 
rated at 6 volts at 2 amp/hr. Since the 
strobe drave about 300 ma, that gives 
fully charged battery about 2-3 actual hours 
of operating tim, with a flach rate of one 
flash every 2 seconds. Mount the battery in 
the lower half of the enclosure (using 
eilicon again) and fuse the battery right at 
the positive terminal. Don't forget to 
install # power switch and a connector for 
recharging the battery. For convenience 
sake, I installed the same type of connector 
as on my HT,

HOV TO IXPROVE THE RANGH OF YOUR HT 

Yany of us on bicycle mobile use VHF 
or UNF HT's because they are fun and 
portable, But the range is often chort 
because of low power and low altitude 

nas. Here’san idea on how to greatly 
extend your VHF coverage by using VIF remote 
base stations in addition to repeaters, 

To extend the range of your bicycle 
mobile RT you can use some of the "twin 
band” <WHR/IHP) transceivers as cross. band 
remote base repeaters. You place one in an 
‘unattended location to relay your HT eignal 
‘to a repeater which you can normally not 
access. For example, you may operate your HT 
from your bicycle on 70 om and the twin band 
remate base repeats your signal 
simultaneously on 2 meters, If the 2 meter 
output te on the frequency of a regular 
Fepeater which is within range of the relay 
radio, you then have access to that 
repeater. The repeating radio 1s located at 
your hom, some high location, or in your 


car. It could also be placed at a remte 
location in the vicinity of the day's 
activities. The only disadvantage to this 
type of operation 1g that you mst wait 
until the normal repeater's carrier drope 
before you can talk. 

Yovile transcetvers which are used 
as crose band relay radios are offered by 
Heath, Kenvood, and Alinco. A particularly 
good unit is the Alinco model DR-S90T 
because it is remtely tuned on 2 meters 
from the touch tones of your 70 cx radio. 
Even some HT's are used this way — the 
Kenwood TH-77A or the Heath HV=24T. 

Vaile the croce band transceivers 
work well, I extend my HT range around 
Boulder, Colorado by using a 2 mter renote 
transceiver attached to a full 70 om 
repeater system. This system is nore 
sophisticated and expensive but it allows 
sore complete and convenient control of the 

‘transceiver. For example, all 

of the 2 meter transceiver are 
frequency, offset, transmitter 


possible 
‘activation, and RF power output. Several 
bikers can’ simultaneously us the renote 

‘base in a round table manner by conversing 


fon the UHF repeater. In Colorado I can set 
‘the 2 mter transceiver to any repeater 
betwen Pueblo and Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
allowing conversations bicycle-to-bicycle 
over # 300 mile span of distance. Ky systen 
also permits the use of any autopatch 
repeater over this range 


Fepeater on 449.400 Mhz using a Repco 
transaitter and receiver with a Sinclair 
duplexer. Tae controller ie a homebrew 
Bicroprocessor voice-synthesized unit which 
T designed. The 2 meter remte base radio is 
a Yaesu FT-212. The entire system is solar 
powered. It uses a dual band antenna and a 
two band combiner to add the 2 meter and 70 
com signals. Nothing this sophisticated 1s 
commercially available but you can buy 
remote base station controllers watch will 
perform most of the same functions in 
conjunction with a normal repeater. The 
controllers are available from Advanced 
Computer Controls, (408) 727 3990, 2956 
Walsh Ave, Santa Clara, CA 95051

NOB TAKES OVER BIKE TRAIL 

Vaile riding in a recent Vnittier 
Hills Btke Challenge (WHBC) I stopped at a 
‘sag area to load up on goodies, and chanced 
fo meet Dave Herman, VASHTX, one of the hams 
Providing communications for this popular 
‘annual century run, He had spotted ay ET and 
‘the call eign on ny helmet 

Dave told me that he was with the 
Downey (CA) Amateur Radio Club and that they 
had several members who were alco bi 
ridere. He tnvited mo toa club mating to 
find out more about their bicycle-nobile 
operations. 

‘Ae a longtine ha but a NOR 
bikerider, I had for five years been the 
couunications director for the VEBC. Five 
years of watching the fun these bikies had 
Nes enough to inspire me to buy a bike and 
get into cycling for myself. 

In October I attended a Downey ARC 
meeting and was amzed by this club's 
dicyele-mobile activities. They have so many 
active riders —- 25 as of October —- that 
they are a sajor subdivision of the club. 
‘They call themselves the HOB (Nobile On a 
Bike). 


‘The impetus behind the MOB movement 
4s Bab Farrow, N6OPR, whose experience te 
the opposite of mine, in that be started 
cycling long before he tecane a has. Bob is 
2 SERIOUS cyclist. Vaile competing in the 
grueling Race Across AMerica (EAAIO -- whewt 
= Bob was tmpressed by the assistance that 
bans provided and as a result decided to get 
into hamming for himeelf, This led Bob to 
Join the Downey ARC, where he bas returned 
‘the favor by implanting the cycling fev 
bie fellow hams. 

‘The MOB is such an important part of 
‘the DARC that in the club's moathly 
newsletter they have their om colum, 
written by their ride leader, Dell 
Jorgensen, BGSF. The October’ iccue reported 
‘that the HOB bad pedalled a total of 12,923 
Fider-miles from June 1 to Sept 1. Vaile the 
average vas about 175 miles per rider, one 
member had done 700 miles in that period.

‘more common te an BT mounted on the 
handlebars. They use speaker mikes or 
headset VOX units for hands-free operation. 

On a recent week-end I managed to 
Link up with a HOB ride. It sure was nice to 
pedal along and hear not only the rider-to- 
Fider banter on frequency (146,93 stzplex) 
but aleo to hear many non-riders keeping 
‘then company.

HAMS AND NORE HAMS ACROSS IOWA 
‘The last week in July {@ RAGBRAI 
week in [ova The whole state knows that 
RAGBRAI stands for the 
Great Bicycle Ride Across Iowa", (Or, 
some of us call it, the "Register's 
The Des Kotnes 
Register newspaper sponsors this macs 
bicycle tour across rural Iowa. 10,000 
riders stretch out along the roads’ as far a 
‘the eye can ene, engulfing the overnight 
stop towns —- toms that vie with each other 
tn offering a variety of food, 
entertainsent, and small town hospitality. 
For the girl watchers, it's one of the 
better events, HI! Riders come from all the 
states and many foreign countries to pedal 
‘the 500 mile route. 

T have been on the last five 
RAGBRAI's and plan to do it all over again 
‘this year, The last two years a number of us 
hans have provided bicycle-sobile 
communication. This past year ICOM sponsored 
four operation, supplying 15 riders with IC 
2EAT’@ and two 1¢-228's for the support 
vehicle. Ve used ny notor hone as the 
rolling net control and support vehicle. In 
Addition {t served as our eag wagon, 
‘floating restaurant, restroom facility, and 
of course as a sleeping dormitory. 


SOLVING THE GROUND PLANE. PROBLEX 
Like most kids, I loved ay bicycle, 

A ham since the age of 10, my bicycle has 

always been adorned with every radio 


accessory imaginable, The trend continues, 
‘some 32 yeare later! The Icom 1C2-AT te 
alvays with me on the bike. Early attespts 
to simply operate with the HT in the 
handlebar bag using a rubber duckie did not 
yleld very Impressive results. Vbile the 
Gxperinentation goes on, my present systen 
does a good job and ts easy to build. 

‘As you probaly know, getting a 
reasonable ground plane on a bicycle is 
Somewhat elusive, I solved that problem by 
mounting ay 1/4 wave vertical on an aluminum 
plate, a plate which is sized to fit within 
the interior dimensions of a Blackburn rear 
rack. A BNC bulkhead connector mounted to 
the center of the plate provides adequate 
mechanical strength for the radiating 
element, RO-S8U coax is routed from the 
underside of the plate to the frost of the 
bicycle, and attaches to the rig mounted tn 
the handlebar bag. Ky particular vertical 
radiator 1s matched to provide a flat SVR 
when a rider is on the bicycle. This wae 
done by a fellow cyclist and co-work 
KWSAS, at our place of 
have access to's network analyzer. I re 
that mst readers will not be able to 
duplicate this set-up, so the best advice 1 
can give 4s to experiment with the radiator 
Jength while going for the lowest SVR. This 
antenna arrangement appears to work nearly 
fae well as a 1/4 wave gounted on a car roof.
